DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the legalese language 
"comprises". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither shows nor suggest an OLED structure comprised of, in part, a 
multilayer mirror over said substrate, said multilayer mirror comprising an alternating 
series of (a) planarizing layers having a first refractive index and (b) high-density layers 
having a second refractive index that differs from the first refractive index wherein the 
thicknesses of said planarizing layers and of said high-density layers are selected such 
that said multilayer mirror is tuned to transmit light at a peak wavelength within said 
range of wavelengths, and wherein said planarizing layers and said high-density layers 
cooperate to restrict transmission of water and oxygen.
